During the night Australian troops drove the 
enemy from positions held by him east of 
Ciéry, capturing many prisoners and a number 
of machine guns.

Some six of them were killed, 
and many wounded, a few casualties also being 
caused to some Americans im charge of them. 
But, whereas the Americans bore their wounds 
without groan, the Germans, many of whom 
were far less seriously hurt, moaned and 
ecreamed in the most de plorable manner. and, 
with every allowance for their jagged nerves, 
the contrast was a good deal more vivid than 
one would have expected. 

If none of the official artists have yet de- 
picted the limestone caves in this district now in 
military occupation, it is to be hoped that one, 
at least, may be found to do justice to them.

every direction overhead; here and there on 
* little galleries above the floor other groups, 
working, or gathered about the dim white light 
that filters down from some air-hole overhead 
into the emoky yellow gloom—this, surely, is a 
picture worthy of consecration by some artist 
who has courage to depict mM, since here the 
atmosphere alone in modern war is still tinged 
with the colours of its old romance. Our 
gunners believe that they dropped a shell, of 
course, by pure accident, down the air-hole of 
one of these caverns which was in the enemy's 
occupation ; for suddenly, after a muffled shell- 
burst, man were seen hurrying in every direc- 
tion over the hillside, in an apparent frenzy 
of fear, and certainly a burst in such a place 
might be a thing of euch horror as for the 
moment to deprive men of their sanity,.

MONT ST. QUENTIN. 


Writing on Saturday from the Headquarters 
of the British Army in France, the Press Asso- 
ciation’s Special Correspondent says :— The week- 
end fighting has been mainly devoted to 
mopping-up in the area where there has recently 
been the hardest fighting. From Ecoust—which 
seems to be again in our hands after having 
been temporarily reoeeupied by the enemy—to 
the vicinity of Remy our mg jÍ have been en- 
g in consolidating what they have gained 
a recovering their positions upon grou 
agerinst which the heavy counter-attacks of yes- 
terday were directed. In fact, a sort of general 
straightening out has been in progress, euch as 
is always necessary at a certain stage of a large 
offensive. When it comes. to be realised that 
since the opening of. the attack in this region 
on Monday morning last we have advanced to a 
depth of about 12,000 yards, I think we may 
view the week's record on this part of the front 
alone with deep satisfaction. Southward, of 
course, the drive has been infinitely more rapid. 
This comparative lull in the forward progress 
comes not inopportunely, since the weather 
broke during the night, and to-day has been 
both boisterous and wet, so that movement on 
a big and heavy scale would have been difficult. 

The unanimous spirit at the front is one of 
calm confidence. verything has gone excel- 
lently well, and the great machinery of our 
initiative has continued to work with perfect 
smoothness. The way in which transport facili- 
ties creep forward in the wake of our advance 
line is a marvel of organisation. To-day broad- 
gauge trains are carrying troops and stores into 
places which a week ago were in enemy occupa- 
tion. 

Considering the extent and importance of the 
operations, the net casuelties have been very 
light. Some few units have undoubtedly had 
considerable losses.. It would be foolish and 
misleading to pretend that such success as we 
are rejoicing in can be purchased very cheaply. 
But. taking our achievements in the past as a 
standard, it can be truthfully said that the toll 
of vietory has been very light. Moreover, 

understand that the great proportion of casual- 
ties are clean bullet wounds, caused mainly by 
machine gun fire. The water supply is every- 
where good, and what this means needs no 
labouring. 

Over the country from which the enemy Is 
retreating our troops are moving warily, for he 
is showing his characteristicalfy devilish in- 
genuity in the laying of destructive traps. We 
are getting a good Seal of gratuitous warning 
with regard to these. For example, a prisoner 
who was taken by the Australians, who found 
that instead of getting his throat cut—as he 
had been mam weal be the case—he was 
decently treated, showed his gratitude hy giving 
a detailed description of a mine connected with 
a pump near the spot at which he was taken 
Enemy prisoners assert that many deserters are 
wandering about euffering from broken nerve; 
but, like other similar etetements, it is well to 
accert it with reserve.

The Germans are 
offering a stiff resistance in this sector. A 
large mumber of their best divisions and of 
picked units, have been identified in the latest 
fighting and their artillery is powerful. Their 
losses seem to have been high, as they are 
comeentrating large numbers of troops in the 
front line, which shows that they do not want 
to give ground. A local attack launched this
